Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Jaffe contacted the Examiner to discuss the outstanding 
rejection. He asserted that Mapson addressed the same problem as Applicant, but in a completely different, 
mechanical, manner. The Examiner maintained that Mapson was not applied in the rejection as teaching Applicant's 
claimed invention, but that Mapson was relied on for the recoginition in the art of the problem of improper connections, 
and for leak detection. Mr. Jaffe further alleged that the identification of clog locations in Moser was not the same as 
identification of improper connections as instantly claimed. The Examiner reiterated that Moser was relied on to show 
that locations of pressure changing locations with a medical device treating system were known, and improper 
connections would intrinsically be pressure changing locations thus determining their location would be an obvious 
function of equivalent structure. The Examiner indicated that all of the elements of the instantly claimed invention were 
known in the art and taught in the references and proper motivation was provided to combine them to meet Applicant's 
instant claims. No indication of patentable subject matter was given. 
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
